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Emmanuel — God with Us 





1] HE Prophet Isaias foretold of the coming Redeem- 
er hundreds of years before His advent upon 
; earth: His name shall be called Emmanuel, 
.7ye)| which, in our language signifies, God with us. 
£4} Formerly, the Jews considered themselves the 
privileged ones among all the nations of earth, and rightly so, 
for God did not disdain to dwell in the Ark of the Covenant 
during their wanderings and military expeditions. Penetrated 
with the sublime consciousness of this predilection, Moses 
exclaimed: “What other nation is there so renowned that hath 
ceremonies... and all the law; neither is there any other nation 
so great, that hath gods so nigh them, as our God is present 
to all our petitions” (Deut. iv. 7, 8). 
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These words full of holy pride are incomparably better 
suited in the mouth of the Catholic Church, in whose midst 
dwells the Almighty, not only temporarily and figuratively, as 
with the Jews in the Ark of the Covenant, but in reality with 
the whole fulness of His Divinity. What a blissful, what a 
consoling thought: Jesus in the Blessed Sacrament is truly our 
Emmanuel, God with us; now we are just as privileged as those 
who, during their mortal life, conversed with our Savior. We 
possess Him just the same as Mary and Joseph possessed 
Him. We have the same happiness as Mary Magdalen and 
the Samaritan woman, who heard words of consolation from 
His Divine lips. We need not envy the disciples who accom- 
panied Him on His journeys; like them we, too, may listen to 
His words of instruction when, from the tabernacle He speaks 
to our soul absorbed in holy recollection — like them, we are 
witnesses of the helpful charity wherewith He had compassion 
on the poor and afflicted, for to this hour that same Love calls 
out to mankind: Come to Me, all you that labor and are 
burdened, and I will refresh you (Matt. xi. 28). 

When Jesus in human form dwelt upon earth, He belonged 
to us in the fullest sense of the word, and also now, in His 
glory, in His immortality, He is our possession through the 
Holy Eucharist. 

One night when St. Felix of Nola was kneeling in prayer 
before the tabernacle in a lonely church, the Blessed Virgin 
appeared to him, radiant in heavenly beauty. Softly she floated 
down toward the servant of God and offered the Divine Child 
which she bore in her arms for his embrace. Felix, filled with 
holy awe, at first scarcely ventured to press his quivering lips 
upon the Infant’s tiny feet, but soon he grew bolder, took the 
Child in his arms and amid tears of tenderest emotion pressed 
the Creator of the universe to his heart. 

Through the Holy Eucharist we participate in the same 
happiness, but with this difference: we do not see our Divine 
Savior with our bodily eyes, but instead, we adore Him hidden 
under the sacramental Species. “What do you wish? to see 
Him in bodily form, and to touch the hem of His garment, as 
once did the inhabitants of Jerusalem ?” exclaims St. Chrysostom. 
“Your happiness is far greater than theirs. Through the Holy 
Eucharist He dwells constantly among you with the fulness of 
His heavenly gifts; He is your absolute possession with all His 
glory, all His goodness, all His Divine perfections.” Yes, Jesus 
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in the tabernacle is ours and desires to stay with us as our 
model, our guide, our protector, our intercessor and advocate 
with the Father. He is ours; our light in darkness, strength 
in weakness, solace in affliction, refreshment in life, hope in 
death. Could our Lord in His omnipotence have done more for 
His children than He actually has done for them here? Therefore 
it is especially to the Holy Eucharist that these words of the 
psalmist apply: “Let the mercies of the Lord give glory to 
Him, and His wonderful works to the children of men; for He 
hath satisfied the empty soul, and hath filled the hungry soul 
with good things” (Ps. cvi. 8, 9). 

We now understand the irresistible impulse of the heart 
with which saints longed for the Emmanuel of our tabernacles. 
We comprehend their ardent desire for this Holy Sacrament, 
their devotion, their interior happiness when receiving and 
visiting It. We understand a St. Aloysius of Gonzaga, who 
spent all the leisure time given him by his superiors, before 
the Blessed Sacrament; a St. Francis Regis who, after a day’s 
toil in the service of his suffering neighbor, spent the whole 
night upon his knees before the tabernacle; a St. Wenceslaus, 
king of Bohemia, who with angelic devotion served the priest 
at the altar, and during cold, wintry nights hastened barefoot 
to church to visit his sacramental God in His solitude. Finally 
we shall understand a St. Vincent de Paul who, in the daily 
care of hundreds of poor and sick, still managed to find spare 
hours for sweet intercourse with his heavenly Guest; and lastly, 
a St. Francis de Sales, aglow with seraphic love and forgetful 
of all about him kneeling before the consecrated Host. 

For all God-loving souls, the Holy Eucharist was and is 
the Supreme Good on earth, a paradise of comfort, in whose 
possession we receive even here below a foretaste of the joys 
of heaven.

The 
greater part 
of the night 
he spent be- 
fore the Most 
Blessed Sac- 
rament. He 
would begin 
by trimming 
the perpetual 

light and 
cleaning the 
lamp, then 
he would 
kneel before 
the high 
altar. Some- 
times he 
prayed with arms extended in the form of a Cross for the 
people and benefactors of the monastery, also for poor sinners; 
sometimes he remained motionless for hours, and again he 
would break forth in thanks and loud jubilations of praise. 
Once he suddenly arose and hastened to Mary’s altar, stood 
still and begged the Blessed Virgin most earnestly to let him 
hold her sweet Child a little while. And behold! Mary ap- 
peared to him with the heavenly Child and granted his peti- 
tion. His desire to thank God for all His benefits impelled 
him to gather the children about him on the street, and to 
entreat them to say very often, “Deo gratias.” When Brother

At the Consecration, when the priest elevated 
the Sacred Host, a ray of light issued therefrom and fell on 
the holy lay brother. It wounded his side even to the heart 
and caused him severe pain. The wound remained open for 
three years, when, upon Carl’s own request, God permitted it 
to heal leaving only ascar. After his death, the wound which 
he had received twenty-two years previous, was again visible 
in his side. The prayer of the Church composed on the oc- 
casion of his beatification mentions this miraculous wound.

The Piety of a Great Patriot 





Andreas Hofer and his brave followers were as skilled in 
the use of the rosary as of the carbine. It was their 
custom when on a particularly difficult march through the 
mountains, or when caught in one of those frightful storms 
which deluge the country in a few moments, to recite the 
rosary together as they went bravely forward, sometimes in 
the middle of the night. But foremost in all these pious devo- 
tions was the leader, who never neglected to recite the rosary. 

When in the capacity of commandant and governor of 
Tyrol, he took possession of the imperial palace of Innsbruck, 
he caused a large Crucifix and a picture of the Blessed Virgin 
to be hung on the walls of the dining room. Morning and 
evening he paid a visit to the church noted for a famous pic- 
ture of Notre Dame de Bon Secours; and every evening after 
supper he recited the rosary with his entire suite. 

On the 20th of February, 1810, we behold him at Mantua, 
the place of immolation. All through his last sorrowful 
march he carried in his hand his large rosary, made of great 
beads of cocoa, with a silver Cross. Twelve soldiers 
fully armed, ranged themselves in front of him. Hofer faced 
them with all the calm of a grand, heroic soul. Asa last re- 
membrance, he handed his rosary to the priest who accompa- 
nied him,— that rosary from which he had been inseparable 
for many years. Then in a firm voice he signaled the soldiers 
to fire. In a few moments the hero of Tyrol was no more.

St. Francis 
de Sales, St. Vincent de Paul, the Venerable Jean Baptiste de 
la Salle, the learned Cardinal de Berulle, the pious Olier, 
founder and first superior of the Seminary of St. Sulpice, were 
all devoted to the rosary. King Edward III of England, the 
Emperor Charles V, Sigismund and Casimir, Kings of Poland, 
St. Louis, Francis the First, Louis XIV, Louis XVI, all were 
devoted to saying the rosary. Because of the many scenes in 
the life of our Lord which the fifteen mysteries of the rosary 
recall, it is a devotion in which strong minds can always find 
new visions to delight the soul. 

Who does not admire a wreath of roses? fresh, bright, 
fragrant, delicate, pure roses? How could our Blessed Lady 
refuse to accept a chaplet of such roses, which her clients 
have woven with heavenly salutations, love and resignation!

The archconfraternity of the holy rosary, the foundation 
of which was laid by St. Dominic, is the oldest and the largest 
confraternity in the world. Many Popes have endowed it with 
plenary, and a great number of partial indulgences. 

The Queen of Heaven herself taught the rosary to St. 
Dominic, and commissioned him to spread this devotion every- 
where. Mary told him expressly that the rosary would be an 
excellent means to combat every kind of heresy and vice. As 
the angel’s salutation had been the beginning of salvation and 
Redemption of mankind, so the rosary devotion would become 
the means of converting sinners, and the pledge of salvation. 





Obligations 


The conditions for becoming a member of the rosary con- 
fraternity and for gaining the indulgences are the following: 

1. Persons wishing to become members must have their 
full name, baptismal and family name inscribed in the records 
of a church where the rosary confraternity has been canonic- 
ally established. For example, Joseph Smith, not J. Smith; 
Mrs. Mary Agnes Jones, not Mrs. John Jones. 


In case the rosary confraternity is not established in your church, you may 
send us your name and our Chaplain will enter it on the records kept in our Ado- 
ration chapel, where the archconfraternity has been canonically established. 


2. It is required that the entire rosary of fifteen decades 
be said devoutly at least once a week, and to think of or med- 
itate on the mystery belonging to each decade. (It is not nec- 
essary to say the rosary of five decades without interruption; 
to pray a decade at a time would suffice.) 

3. A rosary must be used which has been blessed by an 
authorized priest and enriched with the Dominican indulgence. 

Different persons may pray on the same rosary and gain the indulgences. 
Rosaries, medals, crosses, etc. lose their indulgences only when they are sold or 
entirely changed. 

4. The special intention of the confraternity to be prayed 
for is the extirpation of heresy and the conversion of sinners. 
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5. A person becoming a member places himself under the 
special protection of the Mother of God. Moreover, one is 
entitled during life and after death, to share in all merits and 
good works performed by the Dominican Order and by the 
members of the confraternity of the holy rosary. 

We should strive to pray with devotion, in the spirit of 
peace and recollection. A mere prayer of the lips has little 
value. Exert yourself to meditate on the mysteries of the ro- 
sary and to elevate your heart in sentiments of gratitude and 
praise, but especially of purest love, to the infinitely lovable 
God. He is our Creator, our sole and only good. If at first 
this seems difficult, it will in time grow easy and sweet. 

When we pray the rosary we should make the intention 
to gain all the indulgences that can be gained by its recitation. 
Oh, did you but realize, dear reader, the precious treasures 
extended to you by these indulgences for the atonement of 
your own sins, but especially in satisfaction for those which 
the departed souls must suffer in the dreadful flames of pur- 
gatory! Had you the faintest conception of the languishing 
desire these suffering souls have for your indulgences, and 
what comfort, mitigation and finally, entire release these in- 
dulgences afford, with what untiring zeal your compassionate 
heart would endeavor to gain indulgences! 

These poor souls — among them perhaps many near and 
dear to you — cannot procure even the slightest help or al- 
leviation for themselves.

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Pope Pius XI As Client of Mary and Sodalist 





mya EW persons perhaps know that the Holy Father 
“tee Pius XI, like his predecessors Popes Pius IX, Leo 
XIII and Benedict XV, since his youth was a so- 
dalist of Mary. As student in the little seminary 
of § San Pietro Martyre near Sereso, Lombardy, he was received 
into the students’ sodality and became one of the most zealous 
of the congregation, full of childlike piety and holy enthusiasm. 
This probably accounts for his predilection for student con- 
gregations, which he displayed toward the student sodality of 
St. Stanislaus while he was librarian in Milan. Twice he 
accompanied his dear, cheerful student sodalities on a fourteen 
days’ excursion to Switzerland and Muenster. “No one,” 
writes his biographer, “suspected at the time, that the simple 
student friend would once ascend the Papal Chair.” 

Other congregations in Milan for persons of the various 
states of life also enjoyed the hearty sympathy and co-opera- 
tion of this noble priest. Twenty-five full years he was pres- 
ident of the distinguished congregation of the children of Mary; 
besides he founded and directed the society of Catholic teachers 
and devoted much time and care to female laborers and 
working girls. 

Love for the Blessed Virgin had taken deep root in this 
pious scholar. His deeply religious parents had already im- 
planted devotion to the Madonna into the heart of their little 
Achille. This tender love was displayed later by repeated 
pilgrimages to shrines of Our Lady, notably, Maria Einsiedeln 
in Switzerland. He himself had experienced what childlike 
devotion to Mary means for a youthful heart. Therefore in 
the opening address at the Catholic university, the Archbishop 
of Milan refers the students to Mary as their Ideal, with these 
beautiful words: The sight of untarnished purity is indeed 
the best viaticum which you young men can take with you 
on your new path of life. 

At the recent Eucharistic Congress the Holy Father 
manifested his esteem for congregations of the Blessed Virgin. 
A large number of presidents of these congregations had an 
audience with His Holiness May 27, 1922. The Holy Father 
addressed them in words of most loving sympathy and heart- 
felt benevolence. Perhaps he remembered the happy time 
when he himself, as a student, had with his whole heart been 
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a member of a student congregation and doubtless this is why 
his voice became so mellow, and his eyes sparkled during the ad- 
dress. He expressed the great joy he felt to see the presidents 
of the congregations, and to know that, animated with the 
best spirit, they all had only the love and honor of Mary in 
view. He concluded with these words: “We know the Blessed 
Virgin congregations quite well, for we ourselves have had 
the happiness, personally to learn to know and esteem them, 
and to witness the immense good they accomplish for the 
individual, the family and the whole nation. Therefore we 
bless with our whole heart the presidents here before us, as 
also their Blessed Virgin congregations whose guides and 
directors you are on the path of good. We bless all works 
which the individual congregations undertake and promote.” 

How encouraging for all Blessed Virgin sodalities is this 
praise of Pius XI, the sodalist in the Papal Chair, the firm 
friend and promoter of Mary’s congregations!

True Devotion to Mary 
According to Bl. de Montfort 





Tey ESUS Christ, from the time of His Incarnation, 

“| especially in His childhood, wished to be wholly 

Ay dependent on His Mother, and, instead of begin- 
Ree) ning His public life at the age of twelve, He returned 
to Nazareth to be subject to His Mother and to be wholly 
dependent on her. Thereby He gave us an example which we 
are to imitate. The essence of True Devotion according to 
the teaching of Bl. Grignon de Montfort consists precisely in 
this: to live, according tothe example of Jesus, wholly dependent 
on Mary, that thereby we may all the more speedily and 
surely attain to union with Jesus. This devotion is distinguished 
by the ease with which it is learned and practiced; it is ex- 
ceptionally simple. In books of devotion we frequently find 
many methods of attaining perfection; the paths designated in 
these books are often steep and difficult to travel, so that many 
persons become disheartened and make no progress. 

The path which Bl. de Montfort teaches, and which was 
shown to him by heaven as the one specially adapted to our 
times, is Divine, and therefore very simple and suited to all 
persons of good will, because God wills that all men should 
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become perfect. The method of this devotion or manner of 
procedure is the same for all occupations and all states of 
life. Everything centers around this one practice: to act through 
Mary, with Mary, in Mary and for Mary; that is, in union 
with her and in total dependence on her. Whether we pray 
or work, eat or sleep, whether we are in joy or in sorrow, we 
have but one thing to do, namely, to submit ourselves wholly 
to her guidance and her designs, which are none other than 
those of her Divine Son. 

Bl. de Montfort compares this practice with the forming 
of a statue. He says that if we cast the material into a mould, 
the statue will become like the mould. This method is easier 
than chiseling a statue out of marble. Mary is the great 
mould of God, as St. Augustine styles her, which will form 
souls according to the image of Jesus Christ, her Son. Who- 
ever resigns himself wholly to Mary, is moulded by her after 
the likeness of her Son, our Savior. 

Should anyone attempt to do this for himself, that is, try 
to form himself according to the likeness of Jesus, he would 
meet with many difficulties, just as a sculptor who is chiseling 
a statue; one awkward blow might spoil much and discourage 
him. But he who allows himself to be formed by Mary acts as a 
child toward its mother. When the child is born into this 
world, it does not think of the difficulties it must undergo to 
become big and strong; it simply leaves itself to the care of 
its mother, and remains wholly dependent on her. On this 
condition it is fed and cared for; it grows and learns. 

It is exactly the same in the spiritual life. While making 
ourselves totally dependent on our spiritual Mother Mary, we 
are nourished, cared for, guided and defended by her; we 
advance from virtue to virtue, unto the fulness of the age of 
Jesus Christ on earth. True, crosses will come, but they are 
sweetened by consolations from Mary. What wonders the 
mutual love of Mother and child will accomplish! St. Au- 
gustine says, “Where there is love there is no pain, or if there 
is pain it will be loved.” The mutual love of the child and 
its Mother Mary, facilitates the ascent on the way to perfection. 
The Sacred Heart of Jesus has revealed, for these later times, 
this easy way to holiness because, in our day, men are too 
weak to sanctify themselves by great works of penance. 

Let us, then, enter upon this path which Bl. Grignon de 
Montfort calls a mystery, revealed by God to the humble.

Abel especially, or Joseph, as we must now 
call him, drew the attention of the multitude upon himself, 
for, as we have already stated, the story of the Moor and his 
lamp before the statue of the Blessed Virgin, had become the 
talk of the town. The fervent devotion and interior recollec- 
tion of the two neophytes edified all present. 

In the afternoon a procession in thanksgiving was held 
in the streets of Naples. The members of leagues and sodal- 
ities, and the students of two religious seminaries took part. 
Then came a large number of little boys clothed to represent 
angels. In their midst walked the newly-baptized, Joseph and 
John Baptist. In the rear walked the canons of the arch- 
episcopal chapter. 

“O Joseph!” said the former Mustapha to the former Abel 
on.the evening of that happy day, “O Joseph, how blissful 
and happy I feel!” 

“And I, too, O John! — See now, our sublime Mistress 
has given you and me the most beautiful and precious gift. 
and I have not burned my lamp in vain before her image.” 
“Mary be praised eternally !” exclaimed both as with one voice. 

Here the story of “The Moor and His Lamp” really ends. 
But the Blessed Virgin in her superabundant tenderness, had 
promised the Moor to appear to him and to encourage him 
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with her presence as often as he was pressed down by sorrow. 
Did she keep her word given to the slave? Ah, indeed! Re- 
peatedly, the Moor, overcome by sadness and despondency, 
called upon Mary: O Mistress! now is the time for thee to 
come to me. Instantly the holy Virgin appeared and ad- 
dressed to him those significant words, Joseph, have patience! 

These words from the mouth of the Mother of God 
always filled Joseph with such superabundant consolation and 
overflowing sweetness, that already he seemed to taste the 
delights of paradise.

JESS >) OCATELLI, a priest of Padua and doctor of theology, 
re ry distinguished for his piety and learning, once visited 
as, Rome and the Holy Father, Pope Leo XIII. When 
pares} he knelt at the feet of His Holiness, the Sovereign 
Pontiff asked, ‘““Whence are you, my son?” 

“From Padua.” 

“From Padua!’ exclaimed Leo XIII; ‘““what a happiness, my 
son, what a happiness! Do you love your saint, your great Saint 
Anthony ?” 

“Ah, Holy Father, do I love him! I was born and grew up 
in the vicinity of his tomb, and I have the happiness to bear his 
name. Yes, certainly I love him.” 

“My son, you do not yet love him fervently enough. You 
must love him and promote his love. I bless you and all members 
of your society; it is not sufficient that he is loved in Padua, he 
must be loved the world over.’’ Then Leo XIII added these mean- 
ingful words, “St. Anthony is not only the saint of Padua, he is 
the saint of the whole world.” 

“Now I understand,” said Locatelli, “that the treasure which 
the city of Padua possesses is not to be kept for itself alone, but 
it must let the whole world share it, that all the world, at least by 
a spiritual pilgrimage, can visit his tomb and hear his voice. Did 
not God indicate by the miraculous preservation of his tongue, 
that his voice should be heard at all times and in all places? And 
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does not his name Anthony, the thunderer, signify that his 
voice shall resound like thunder to awaken the sleeping world, 
and to restore to it the Faith which alone can save it? St. An- 
thony restores lost articles; may he also restore Faith. He re- 
calls the dead to life; may he also recall souls to the life of grace. 
He calms tempests; he will also calm the tempest in our days, 
and bring back peace. Now is the most favorable time. The 
whole world must turn to St. Anthony, and it must be saved.” 
It is remarkable that St. Anthony in our times grants count- 
less purely temporal favors even in a miraculous manner. The 
saint takes the times as they are, and at present all is material- 
istic. It seems as if St. Anthony by this “bread of the poor,” 
through intermingling the supernatural with the most common af- 
fairs of every-day life, wishes to lead the worldly-minded to heav- 
enly thoughts, and those who are absorbed in temporal things 
to Christian benevolence. The desire to be freed from some trial 
or difficulty has induced many a one to have recourse to the saint 
through this bread for the poor. Let us praise God for His won- 
derful Providence! A fresh impetus given to devotion to St. 
Anthony’s bread for the poor, will awaken anew the confidence 
in the efficacy of prayer and alms-giving, and will become a new 
fountain of grace and a source of help in all difficulties. 


Petitions Granted in Spiritual and Temporal

In her anxiety and distress 
she takes refuge to our saint and promises him a considerable sum to 
buy bread for the poor. During the following night the sick man sud- 
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denly rouses himself and calls out in trembling tones: ‘‘Is he here? Is 
he here ?’’ 

**The priest ?’’ asked his attendant. 

*‘Oh, call him, call him immediately!’’ pleads the dying man. Al- 
though it is midnight, the priest comes in haste. The man, already at 
death’s door, makes his confession with sincere contrition, and an hour 
later breathes forth his soul. 

Another gentleman wanted to sell his house and farm. He incurred 
many expenses but could find no buyer. He then made a generous 
donation for St. Anthony’s bread. Three days later, he sold his place 
at a profit. 

A lady had prayed twenty-five years for the conversion of her sister, 
yet all her tears and sighs seemed in vain. She happened to read of 
the wonderful power of the great St. Anthony. At once she was inspired 
with confidence in his intercession, and promised to make a generous 
offering in his honor to buy bread for the poor. Lo! ashort time after- 
wards, her erring sister became reconciled with God and received Holy 
Communion on the Feast of the Assumption with touching devotion.

Make a 
promise to give bread, according to your means, to the poor convents 
and priests of Germany and Austria, for they now suffer inexpressible 
want, also thousands of children, and hundreds of students who would 
like to study for the holy priesthood. Anyone who prays with confi- 
dence to St. Anthony, and performs acts of charity in his honor espe- 
cially by giving bread for the poor, will experience the power and in- 
tercession of this wonder-working saint, and will find consolation in his 
trials.

Never 
can we sufficiently thank God! Surely, very few of our dear ones 
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must endure the pangs of hunger, even though they must earn 
their bread by hard labor. In Germany, there are thousands 
and hundreds of thousands, who for months scarcely once 
appease their hunger, not even with a coarse slice of bread. 

Alas, great beyond all measure are the misery and desti- 
tution there; one must shed bitter tears at sight of such dis- 
tress! Let us not grow weary of doing good and of practicing 
charity. Now is the time to purchase heaven by charity, and 
assure a glorious crown of unfading beauty. 

In Bonn-Endenich, Rheinland, there is a large Benedictine 
Convent of Perpetual Adoration. The Ven. Mother Prioress 
must daily provide food for two hundred persons. She writes: 
“*You would not believe nor can you form any idea of what we 
have hitherto endured, and how the distress is continually in- 
creasing! I must provide not only for the Community, but like- 
wise for many poor persons, who daily come to our door and beg 
for ameal; Among them are thirty-eight poor, helpless women 
from sixty to eighty-four years of age. They come in the morn- 
ing and stay till evening, then they return home where no heat 
warms their room, and no fire burns in the kitchen stove. They 
have no fuel, they have nothing to cook. Yet these women be- 
long to the better class; once they were wealthy and before the 
war could offer substantial support to churches and convents; 
now they are the poorest of the poor. Rev. Father Lukas, you 
could never form an idea of these pictures of wretchedness ! With- 
out our aid, these worthy women would starve. It is very little 
we can offer them, and that little we must deny ourselves, but our 
sisters do it gladly and joyfully in order to help these poor women. 

‘‘We trust in our dear Lord and His Blessed Mother. Our 
sweet and loving Mother comes to our assistance again and again, 
by sending us the most necessary food and clothing for existence. 
Her motherly and unceasing solicitude seems a continuous mir- 
acle. Yes, Mary is our hope, our life, our trust.’’ — Thus writes 
this noble Prioress, who on account of her great love for Mary 
and for the poor has the reputation of sanctity.

My dear and highly Esteemed Father: — 

Having returned from holy retreat, 
I found your dear letter of July 22d with my mail. What a joy and 
consolation I felt when I opened your letter and discovered with what 
truly fatherly kindness and immeasurable love you have again provided 
for me!

Thanks also to you, dear Father Lukas, you, the Father of our 
home and children! Without your aid, | would long ago have been 
obliged to dismiss them. Words cannot express how grateful I am to 
ali the benefactors who have aided us by scholarships. 

Our apostolic school has been rescued a second time. With the 
means that you placed at our disposal, we can procure the most nec- 
essary provisions and fuel for the first part of the winter. Never shall we 
forget what you have done for our apostolic school, how you have 
literally saved us from perishing. 

Inexpressibly great will be the merits of those benefactors who 
work for the rescue of apostolic schools and seminaries, for the fostering 
of apostolic vocations. The eternal Highpriest will once reward them 
fully and worthily. I am your great debtor, dear Father Lukas, but a 
grateful one, believe me.

will make itself felt in Catholic Germany and Austria, to the 
great detriment of the Church. A donation of $500.00 would 
be sufficient for the education of a youth to the priesthood.

However, many people with the best will are unable to 
sacrifice $500.00; but $250.00 or $300.00 will probably be 
possible for them. Be consoled, for this amount would defray 
the expenses of a student of philosophy or theology until his

for the bishop when such a noble gift arrives! 

Others, again, by being sparing and economical, can lay 
aside $50.00 or $60.00 a year. That is just sufficient to pay the 
expenses of a student for one year. Now he can study! Without 
this support he would have had to give up his studies! 

Now the practical solution: — Whoever wishes to adopt a 
student until he has attained the priesthood, may send us the 
offering. 

We will forward the donation or scholarship to the diocesan 
bishop: or to the directors of the seminary who will apply it to 
the education of a worthy student. The scholarship should not 
be sent direct to the student, because the diocesan bishop and 
the seminary directors are responsible for the vocation of a 
candidate to the priesthood. Should the student at any time 
prove himself unworthy of his high calling, the bishop withdraws 
the scholarship from him and bestows it upon another who is 
worthy. In this way the donor is assured that his gift is being 
applied to the holy purpose for which he sacrificed his money. 

The bishop or director of the seminary will write to you himself, and also the 
happy student. He will be in communication with you until he says his first Holy 
Mass. And be assured, the bond of charity will then be drawn still more closely 
after his ordination. Then, dear reader, can you not say in truth: I have a priest 
in my family! Oh, believe me, this priest will be a most grateful son; he will be 
your joy and consolation, especially at the hour of death. 


Truly, a Beautiful Idea 


In California there is a truly sacrificial mother of a family. She has four chil- 
dren, boys and two girls. This worthy mother wants to have a brother-priest 
for each of her children, and is willing to sacrifice $50.00 dollars yearly for each, 
though she is in ill health and must deny herself many a little comfort to do so. 
She thinks, and rightly so, if each of her children has a priestly brother, then our 
Lord will be merciful to each one of them in recompense for this great work of 
charity, and besides these future priests will daily pray for her children. Her boys 
and girls will have a share in all the good performed by the priest, and especially 
in the Sacrifice of the Mass.
